Detailed Action 

1 . The drawing is objected to under 37CFR 1 .84 (p)(5) as failing to include 
numerals 280a and 260 on pages 15 and 16 of the specification. It also appears that l/F 
in figure 4 should be changed to SI or l/F given a basis in the specification. Correction 
is required. The introduction of new matter should be guarded against. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled I .n the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 48, 49 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. It is unclear how the cassette wafer 
transporter and stepper wafer transporter transfer wafers beyond the wafer process 
stations. This operation should be pointed out in the disclosure. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 48, 49 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , it is unclear what is meant by the phrase "and beyond the 
predetermined polygonal configuration of each wafer process station" in lines 14, 15 
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and "and beyond the polygonal configuration of each wafer process station" in line 20. 
Also "the wafer track system cassettes" bridging lines 16 and 17 lacks a clear 
antecedent basis. Finally the SIS in lines 17 and 19 lacks clear antecedent basis.
